On the day of the murder 
Marcus Rogers went to Bennington to 
visit his wife, and that night she ar- 
ranged to meet him in the woods near 
the Wolloomsac River. 

While caressing him, she induced him 
to allow her to bind his hands, and 
while he was powerless she chloro- 
formed him. In this she was aided by 
Leon Perham, a half-witted boy who 
was the son of the woman with whom 
she boarded. Another woman, Estella 
Bates, was present, 

After chloroforming Rogers, Perham 
and Mrs. Rogers rolled the body into 
the river, where it was found the next 
day. In order to divert suspicion the 
woman wrote a note to which she 
signed her husband's name, giving the 
impression that he. had committed sui- 
cide. Immediately after the murder 
Mrs. Rogers endeavored to collect her 
husband's life insurance, amounting to 
$500, and also made arrangements to 
purchase furniture where she expected 
to live when she had married Knapp. 

Perham Sentenced for Life. 

A few days after the 
Rogers, Pesham and the Bates woman 
were arrested. Perham made’ a com- 
plete confession and both he and Mrs. 
Rogers were found guilty of murder in 
the first degree. Perham wae sentenced 
to imprisonment for life, while the 
court's sentence in Mrs. Rogers’ case 
wae death on the gallows. 

Under the Vermont law the power of 
commutation of sentence rests with the 
Legislature and the law also provides 
that when a person is sentenced to 
death a session of the Legislature must 
be held between the time of sentence 
and the date set for execution. At the 
last session of the Legislature vuaricus 
attempts were made to commute Mrs. 
Rogers’ sentence, but all failed. Then 
an attempt was made to pass a law that 
would abolish capital punishment in 
Vermont, but that also failed. 

An attempt to secure a pardon for 
the woman shared the same fate. A 
bill was then introduced providing for 
a State commission to examine into the 
woman's Sanity. This bill passed the 
House unanimously, but was Jjefeated in 
the Senate. The date set for ihe execu- 
tion was Feb. 3, 190. On Feb. 2, after 
Mrs. Rogers had received the last rites 
of the Roman Catholic church, Gov. 
Charies J. Bell granted her a reprieve 
until June 2, in order that the claim 
of her attorneys to newly discovered 
evidence might be heard before the Ver- 
mont Supreme Court in an attempt to 
secure for the woman a new trial. 


Supreme Court Denies Petition. 


Qn May 1/, last, the full bench of the 
Vermont Supreme Court: heard the evi- 
dence on which the petition for a new 
trial was based, and a little more than 
a. week later denied the petition. 

On June 1 a second reprieve by Gov. 


Bell removed the doomed woman from 
under the shadow of the scaffold. This 
reprieve was granted in order that the 
vuited States Supreme Court might 
pase on the constitutionaliry and legal- 
iy of the proceedings governing Mrs.

In order to have money enough to g9 
through, the year, the State Board of 
Control has urged the heads of the 
State institutions to handle their funds 
as economically as possible, consistent 
with the needs of the institutions. 

The shortage in funds is likely to be 
felt, especially at the Boys’ Industrial 
school in Topeka... The boys at. this 
school make all the clothing and shoes 
used there, and the cost of the raw ma- 
terial is heavy. The last Legislature 
cut down the appropriation for raw ma- 
terial “from $3000 to $1000. It was then 
expected that the fees would be reap- 
propriated as in the previous years, but 
the Legislature failed to do this, and 
the result is that the boys’ reformatory 
may run out of money with which to 
buy raw material. 

No Fund Stops Work. 


The school for the 
City is also likely to be seriously af- 
fected. The inmates of this schoo! are 
taught the broommaker’s trade, and 
they supply practically all the brooms 
used in the State institutions. The 
money received from fees has been 
used in the purchase of material from 


which brooms are made. 

At the Olathe school for the deaf and 
dumb, harnessmaking is one of the prin- 
ciple trades ‘taught, and the fees are 
usedfor the purchase of leather.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.°-Sixty thousand 
dogs in Chicago have the legal right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of bones. 
As the number of unlicensed brutes is 
supposed to be about this largef it is 
estimated that there are over 100, 000 
dogs of high and low degree within the 
city Mmits. The number of licenses 1s- 
sued this year, 59,000, 1s greater than in 
any previous year, surpassing even last 
year, when 56,856 tags were given out.

WASHINGiON, Dee. .--Consul- 
General Sammons at Niucawang de- 
scribes a vigorous contest that is being 
carried on between rival manufacturers 
of cigarettes 'n Manuchuria. He says: 
“Cigarettes are being advertised with 
colored quarter sheet posters and hand- 
bills in Niuchwang. The coloring of the 





advertising matter is mostly blood red, 
and the c’garette campaign is growing 
more active. The Japanese tobacco mon- 
opoly, on the one hand, is pushing three 
{leading brands in Manchuria, while the 
British-American Tobacco Co., on the 
other, has its agents knocking at the 
gates lead ng to the late war zone and 
seeking to carry the campaign into the 
interior on equal terms. 

“Thus far the BritishaAmerican com- 
pany has not been allowed to send for- 
eigners beyond Niuchwang, but through 
native sub-agents the virtue of the Vir- 
'ginia leaf are already being announced 
the face of old Chinese walls that 
lve never before been utilized for ad- 
vertising purposes. The Japanese have 
the advantage of beng able to push 
their goods under the direct supervision 
of their own countrymen.

Tangled in Heavy Net, She 
Was Dragged Back to | 
Her Cage. | 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—A _ story of 
thrilling edventure at sea, Feminiacent | 
of the episode in Victor Hugo's ‘‘Nine- 
ty-three,”” in which a cannon breaks 
from its lashings on a ship and plunges 
madly over the deck in a storm, was 
brought into port by the Hamburg- 





American freighter Pallanza. 

The tale is one of a powerful lioness. 
which, frenzied by a storm, got toose 
from its cage and terrorized’ the whole 
crew until it was cornered and en- 
tangled in the meShes of a net. 

Eight white swans for Mrs. 
Wanamaker of Philadelphia, 
bears, an ostrich, which died on the 
trip; two antelope for the Cincinnati 
zoo, six black swans, a zebra and the 
largest water buffalo ever brought to 
this country, constituted the consign- 
ment, in charge of John Osterman, who 
has brought hundreds of beasts to this 
side. The water buffalo is for the Bronx 
ZOO. Hagenbeck, the animal owner, 
shipped the creatures. 

Lioness Roared in Terror, 


When three days out the Pallanza was 
overtaken by a furious’ storm. The 
freight liner lobbed like a cork, and the 


cages on the upper deck, where the an- 
mals had been placed for fresh air, tug- 
ged at their lashings. 

The Honess showed the greatest terror. 
She roared every time a wave combed 
over and hurled herself at the bars. A 
big comber finally hurtled against the 
cage and overturned it. The beast got 
out and rushed down the siippery deck, 
reeling and plunging as the ship ducked 
and rose. The seamen fled with the ani- 
mal in pursuit. She rushed at them, but 
unable to keep a straight course, failed 
to do any harm. 

The men went below while the lioness 
ruled the deck. Her roars rumbled above 
the shrieking wind. When her roars 
showed that she was near the stern 
some seamen, with Osterman, dodged up 
the companionway and formed in line 
with long spears. Thev bore down on 
the lioness and gradually forced her into 
a corner. Now and then she would at- 
tempt to spring past the outstretched 
weapons, but the sting of the steel sent 
her back. 


Netted Beast at Last. 


A big net, such as is used in India to 
snare wild animals, was placed on the 
spears. It was then pushed over the 
crouching beast and, under Osterman’'s 
guidance, so. twisted that the lioness be- 
came helpless. She was dragged gin- 
gerly to the cage, and once again inside 
her prison was bound with ropes. 

It is remarkable that the lioness, un- 
der the handicap of a slippery deck, was 
not swept overboard. After the storm 
subsided she lay quietly in the cage, 
subdued by fright, and refused to touch 
meat for two days, but she was in goed

Attorney-General Hadley has prepared 
a motion, which will be filed in Circuit 
Court at Clayton, to set aside all the 


r transfers. of stock made by shareholders 


of the People’S United States Bank to 
wdward G. Lewis. 

This action is taken in behalf of those 
stockholders who made such transfers 
believing the bank in solvent condition. 

All the undisposed motions in the case 
will be passed upon at Clayton next 
week. 

The Attorney-General has _ received 
numerous letters from depositors of the 
bank, some of which, Mr. Hadley be- 
lieves, will furnish* ground for criminal 
prosecution. 

A sample of this correspondence ts a 
letter from a woman in a Missouri town 
who pleaded before the receivership for 
the money she had on deposit in the 
bank. 

All she got Was an assurance that 
the bank was perfectly good and able 
to meet all its obligations, 

Edward G. Lewis, president of the 
People’s United States Bank, has filed 


in the Recorder’s office in Clayton a 
deed of assignment of his income, nam- 
ing Harry L, Kramer of Kramer, Lnd., 
as trustee. According to the document, 
the income, except that actually needed 
by Lewis to care for his family, is to be 
turned over to creditors who have ac- 
cepted Lewis’ notes, bearing 5 per cent 
interest, for the money they had: in- 
vested in the bank. 

The document does not specify the 
amount of the income nor the sum to 
be used by Lewis. It authorizes Kram- 
er or anyone he may designate to ex- 
amine Lewis’ books at any time and, on 
request of one-third of the creditors, 
to take charge of his income.

President Stewart Said Friday that

Andrew C. Maroney, the newly ap- 
pointed member of the board was ex- 
peeted to attend Friday’s session, but 
he cannot do so owing to the fallure of 
Gov. Folk to forward his commission. 

Mr. Maroney said the Governor had 
not received his letter of acceptance un- 
til last night and this accounted for the 
delay. 

“Without my credentials I eould not 
qualify as a member of the board,” said 
Mr. Maroney. 

President Stewart was asked if he 
had selected a successor to Chief Kiely. 

“IT am only one member of the board,” 
he answered. ‘“‘The others may have 
done so, but if they have I know noth- 
ing about it. 

“The question of police changes has 
not come before the board in an official 
way as yet.”’ 

Governor Expressed Himaelf. 

‘“‘Have you taken up the subject of a 
new police chief with Goy. Folk?’’ 

“Gov. Folk has expressed his opinion 
to me of the present chief, but he has 
not attempted to dictate any policy for 
the Police Board.’’ 

“How about the report that you will 
retire from the board?’ Mr. Sewart was 
asked. 

“There is not a syllable of truth in 
that,” he answered, sharply. “I would 
like to Know where such a rumor orig- 
inated. Gov. Folk and I are in entire 
harmony. There has never been a differ- 
ence between us. 

“Mr. Maroney, the new member, is a
